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INTRODUCTION. 


§ 1. The following grammar treats of the subdialect spoken in South 
Bhagarpur. The basis of this subdialect is Maithilf, but it is largely 
affected by the Magadhi dialoct to its south-west, and to a less extent, 
and principally in verbal inflexions, by tho Bamgali to its east. South 
Bhagarpur is, in fact, one of tho meeting grounds of Bihari and Bairgali, 
and the dialect spoken there is essentially a border tongue.*

The declension of pronouns presents some important points of difference 
from that of nouns, which must be carefully noticed. 

While nouns frequently remain unchanged before post-positions, 
pronouns, with few exceptions, change to some other form, called the oblique 
or inflected base . 

The accusative singular of pronouns is, with one or two exceptions, 
never the same as the nominative. In circumstances corresponding to those 
in which the accusative of a noun takes the nominative form, the aocusativo 
of a pronoun usually takes the oblique form without any post-poeitiou. 

The genitive forms of pronouns ending in ^ r and H n are also tp be 
noticed. They have all oblique forms ending in *T rd or ijT nd, for which 
see § 84. 

Pronouns have the same form, whether reforring to masculine or 
feminine nouns. With the exception of the pronouns of the seeonJ person, 
they all want the vocative case.

INTRODUCTORY. 


§ 35. It must bo noted with respect to the following paradigms 
that oolloquially the plural is commonly used in the place of the singular: 


thus «ir ¥o fo chh^ ‘ you are/ is commonly used instead of «ff v to chi'. 
‘thou art/ which is the more correct form (see § 4Ga). 

Note nlso that there is great laxity oolloquially in regard to gender. 
The forms given for the feminine are only those which are specially 
confined to that gender ; but instead of these, the masculine forms are often 
used colloquially. In tho following paradigms when the masculine and 
feminine forms coincide, the latter are not given. As a matter of fact 
feminine forms are rarely used, masculine ones being preforred, even when 
the subject of the verb is feminine. 

§ 36. With regard to the spelling of the various tense-forms, it must 
bo noted that ai and au arc frequently written ** ai and *** iu 
respectively : thus such forms as dekhai and dZhhiaunh are often 

written dikha'i and dlhhxaiinh. It has not been thought necessary 

to put both these varieties of spelling into the paradigms : heuce only 
dekhai, dPkhiaunh, fyc., will bo found therein. With legard to this 

and to the shortening of ante-penultimate vowels, see General Introduction, 
34—37. 
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Every plural form ending in nh can also be spelt as ending in *T n :

The Use of the Various Verbal Terminations. 



It will be noticed that each person has many terminations, but they do 
not all mean exactly the same thing. At the same time it must be noted that 
this multiplicity of verbal forms is partly due to local and personal circum¬ 
stances—an inhabitant of one place using one set of forms, and an inhabit¬ 
ant of another, another. This is due to the want of a literature, which 
would fix each verbal form in its proper and exact shade of meaning. The 
following instructions will help to explain approximately the more customary 
uses of the forms. 

In the first place it must be noted that in South Bhagal'pur number is 
continually disregarded, verbs in the singular form being used with plural 
subjects, and vice versa. Thus, take dekhaVka , which is properly 

third singular preterite. The following examples show that it can be used 
both in a singular and in a plural sense :—

Secondly, 
at the present day there is this important difference in their use,—singular 
terminations (especially in the second aud third personl) are always used 
non-honoriGoally, and plural terminations honorifioallv, as regards tho 
subject; thus, iljidirftiVka (singular) means ‘he (that humble 

person) saw,’ but u dekhaVkdt (plural) ‘he (that rospoetable 

person) saw.’ In tho first person, however, this iHstiuoUou has boon lost, aud 
singular and plural arc used indisorimiuatoly. 
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There is another way of looking at a verbal form, and that is the 
relation it bears to the object. There is nothing like this in any European 
language ; so it requires more careful exemplification in the preseut case. 
For the purposes of the present explanation a sentence may be divided 
into subject, verb, and object. The object may be direct or remote. Thus,

In 
Bihari, on the contrary, the selection of the verbal form to be used largely 
depends upon the object. Thus, while in Europe we must say that the verb 
agrees with its subject in number and person, in Bihar we must say that 
it agrees with its subject, and also with its object, in honour and person. 

The following are approximately the rules on this poiut: —

CHAPTER VIII. 


VOCALIC ROOTS. 

§ 86 . Many verbs have roots ending in vowels, and the junction of 
the root with the termination frequently causes some slight apparent 
irregularity. 

For this reason the following examples are given of the conjugation of 
verbs having roots ending in vowels. They are here conjugated in tho 
masculine gender, and through the four radical and participial tenses. From 
these the periphrastic tenses can easily ho formed. It has not been thought 
necossary to give the conjugation in full for each person. 

With regard to tho shortening of the root-vowel, see General Introduc¬

§ 113. Intensive compounds intensify or otherwise modify the meaning 
of the verb whose root stands first in the oompound. They are formed by 
adding to a verbal noun of tho first variety in the direct form one of certain 
other verbs, which latter verb in conjunction with tho verbal noun is then 
conjugated as usual. This second conjugated member does not, lioTwvor, 
retain its separate character and significance, but only modifies, in accordanoo 
with the general idea which it embodies, tho meaning of the unconjugated 
verbal noun to which it is annexed.
